1. On 28 July 1952 the DCI formally recommended subject 
and his wife for entry into the United States under the pro- 
visions of Section 8 of the CIA Act of 19h$* The DCI's letter 
of recoanendation will be forwarded to the Commissioner of 
Iiigration and Naturalisation far his concurrence and that of 
the Attorney General* 

2* The concurrence of the Commissioner and the Attorney 
General lus never thus far been denied in any case recoosended 
by the DCI* Therefore, this office feels that your office can 
proceed on the assumption that subject's entry Into the United 
States for permanent residence will be effected without diffi- 
culty at the appropriate time* 

Although a commitment to the subject has now been made 
by the Agency, this does not mean that subject's entry in the 
future will necessarily be procured under Section 6 if other 
practicable means are then available*
